REPORT OF STONE ROAD COMMITTEE. 


Falmouth, Mass., October 24, 1906. 
To THE SELECTMEN OF THE TOWN oF FALMOUTH: 


The town meeting of 1906 passed the following votes, namely: 

“That the stone road committee complete the contracts under 
construction and pay the balance of the funds appropriated for 
stone road purposes after the payment of all bills to the Massa- 
chusetts highway commission for the further extension of the 
stone roads in Falmouth, and report to the selectmen.” 

“That on filing a report satisfastory to the selectmen the 
committee shall be discharged.” 

We now beg to report that we have completed all contracts 
and paid all outstanding bills, and have reported to your board 
the amount to be forwarded to the Massachusetts highway com- 
mission. 

Notice was received from you under date of September 1, 
1906, of your purpose to retain in the treasury the amount of the 
premium realized on the bonds sold for stone road purposes, being 
the amount of $819.00. This action, we understand, is on advice 
of the counsel for the town. Wedonot wish to question your 
position in the matter or the opinion of the learned counsel. 
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However, as the amount has been included in all reports as avail- 
able for the purpose of construction, and has so been understood 
by the Massachusetts highway commission, the town and your 
committee, we would respectfully suggest that an article be placed 
in the warrant for the next annual town meeting appropriating 
the amount of $819.00 to be paid the Massachusetts highway com- 
mission for the purpose of extending the stone roads in Falmouth.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON INLAND FISHERIES. 


Our summer residents visited our inland pond the past year 
in greater numbers than ever before, and with good results. 

We have placed several hundred pickerel in various ponds 
and to Ex-Representative Joseph Walsh and Ex-Senator Heman 
A. Harding we owe a vote of thanks for their willingness to sign 
petitions for consignments of fry and fingerling trout received and 
deposited in our rivers. To Mr. A. C. Harrison, who, through 
his interest, had delivered from Washington a consignment of 
black bass, and to Congressman William C. Lovering for the per- 
sonal interest he has taken with the Department of Commerce 
that has enabled us to procure two consignments of government 
fish and another consignment will arrive in the spring. Last year 
was the first year that the state or the government has ever 
furnished any stock for our inland ponds and we are assured that 
in the future we shall have a liberal supply. A number of ponds 
are now listed as suitable for various kinds of fish, and the De- 
partment of Commerce has on file the conditions of these ponds. 

White perch taken from Oyster pond and ‘distributed to 
inland ponds have rapidly increased in numbers, and the state is 
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distributing these fish obtained on the Cape to inland ponds in 
western Massachusetts. P 
The law relative to seining, so far as we know, has not been 
violated. Last year the town voted to extend the time of potting 
eels and this has proved a financial benefit, not only to the per- 
sons engaged in it but the town as well, and proves that these fish 
are in our waters in large numbers, and if men are willing to use 
their efforts to catch them should not be hampered with any 
undue restrictions.

Dear Sirs:—I respectfully beg leave to submit the following 
. brief report as harbor master for the year ending Dec. 31, 1906. 

I would say that I have expended a part of the appropriation 
which was made at our last town meeting to clear out the channel 
to the Eel pond in Woods Hole. It was a great benefit to the 
boatmen, but owing to the water commissioners allowing the water 
pipe to remain across the channel with only 13 inches of water 
over it at low tide, I did not expend the balance. I did every- 
thing in my power to have this pipe lowered, but our water com- 
missioners did not care to do it without having a vote of the town. 
I would recommend that the town authorize the water commis- 
sioners to lower the pipe so there will be at least three feet of 
water over it at low tide and I would also recommend that the 
unexpended balance of last year’s appropriation be reappropriated 
to clear out this channel. 

The channel at Waquoit has been staked out, which is very 
much appreciated by the boatmen. 

I have located moorings in the various harbors to my best 
judgment, in a fair and impartial manner. I have kept the chan- 
nels to the various harbors clear as it was possible to do. 

I am petitioning the light house board to improve the light at 
“Woods Hole harbor and for a new buoy in the channel to Buz- 
zards bay.

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STANDING VOTES OF THE TOWN OF FALMOUTH. 


ARTICLE I. 


Section 1. Voted that—Notice of every town meeting shall 
be given by posting a copy of the warrant therefor in every post 
office in the town, at least seven days before the time appointed 
for such meeting. Such further notice of any town meeting may 
be given as the selectmen deem proper. In case of the adjourn- 
ment of any town meeting from one day to another, the town 
clerk shall cause notice of the time and place of holding such 
adjourned meeting to be posted at the post office in town, which 
notice shall state the business to come before such adjourned meet- 
ing. Full notice of every special town meeting, including a. copy 
of the articles of the warrant therefor, shall be mailed to every 
legal voter of the town, seven days at least before the date of such 
meeting. (See Rev. Laws, Chap. 11, Sec. 328.) 

Sect. 2. Voted that—The annual town meeting shall be held 
on the first or second Tuesday after the first Wednesday in 
February. 

Sect. 8. Voted that—Long or complicated motions, and any 
other motions which he shall so request, shall be presented to the 
moderator in writing. (See Rev. Laws Chap. 11, sects. 832 and 
333.) 

Sect. 4. Voted that—No vote involving the expenditure of 
any sum of money shall be reconsidered at the same meeting at 
which it is passed, unless public notice of the intention to move 
such reconsideration be given within thirty minutes of the passage 
of such vote. The town clerk shall note in writing the passage of 
such vote and also the time when the notice of reconsideration is 
given. 

Sect. 5. Voted that—The town clerk shall collect all rules, 
regulations and standing votes in force covering the Falmouth 
town meetings or relating to the town business, and they shall be 
published in the town report annually. The report shall contain 
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the reports of all town boards, officers and committees having the 
control or expenditure of the town’s money and a list of the appro- 
priations for the past year and those recomended for the coming 
year, and copies shall be distributed before the annual meeting. 
(See Rev. Laws Chap. 25, sec. 29.) 

Sect. 6. Voted that—The selectmen shall cause to be pub- 
lished in the local newspapers, if there be such, at least two weeks 
before any special town meeting, the last publication to be during 
the week previous to such meeting, all committee recommendations 
and estimates relating to the expenditures of money upon which 
action is to be taken. 


ARTICLE I1.—Selectmen. 


Sect. 1. Voted that—The board of selectmen and every 
other board or commission of a town shall designate some person 
as clerk who shall enter in books all its proceedings and shall 
have custody of its records. On vote of the selectmen, the town 
clerk may act as clerk of their board. (Rev. Laws, Chap. 35, Sec. 
11.) 

Sect. 2. Voted that—It shall be the duty of the selectmen to 
investigate all orders on the treasurer passing through their hands 
and to satisfy themselves of their propriety and correctness before 
endorsing the order for their payment by the town treasurer. All 
such orders shall have itemized accounts attached, showing in de- 
tail the names of persons to whom payable and the purpose for 
which such order is drawn on the town treasurer. 

Sect. 8. Voted that—No draft shall be drawn by the select- 
men unless there is sufficient appropriation to pay the same, ex- 
cept for sums by law payable to the Commonwealth or county, for 
final judgment against the town and for bonds, notes and scrip of 
the town and interest thereon, and for money payable to the com- 
missioners of the sinking fund. 

Sect. 4. Voted that—lIt shall be the duty of the selectmen 
to purchase for the several boards or committees, except the water 
commissioners, all coal. The various boards and committees 
shall, on or before July 1 in each year (or earlier if required by 
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the selectmen) send in writing to the board of selectmen the esti- 
mated amount of coal required for the use of their respective 
departments or committees for one year. The selectmen shall, 
prior to the 15th of July in each year advertise for bids to furnish 
the required amount of coal, and shall award the contracts to the 
lowest responsible bidder. The contractor for coal shall give 
bonds in an amount satisfactory to the selectmen (said bonds to 
be not less than one quarter of the total contract) for the faithful 
performance of his contract. 

Sect. 5. Voted that—The selectmen shall have a general 
oversight of all town affairs, whether conducted by special boards 
or not; and have the right to make any suggestions for the better 
conduct of a department, board or committee, and if such recom- 
mendations are not heeded, they shall make a record of the same 
in the annual town report, that the town may take such action as 
seems best. 

Sect. 6. Voted that—The selectmen shall. present to the 
town at its annual meeting names of suitable persons willing to 
serve to fill the offices of surveyors of wood, surveyors of lumber, 
fire wards, public weighers, fence viewers and field drivers. 

Sect. 7. Voted that—The annual town report of the select- 
men. shall contain:— 

A general statement of the town’s affairs during the past year 
and recommendations of the selectmen for future requirements. 

A report of all town meetings held during the year, including 
the articles of the warrants and the action of the meeting thereon. 

A report of all claims which are outstanding and of all suits 
to which the town is a party, together with a full explanation of 
the circumstances and the standing of each case at the time of the 
report. 

A report of all streets laid out or constructed during the year, 
the length and width, cost of construction and amount of land 
damages in each instance. 


A list of betterments during the year. 


Reports of all special committees made at any oobi held 
during the year, together with any other action taken at said 


meetings, including committee appointments and resolutions 
passed. 

The names of all corporations holding franchises granted by 
the town, and a statement as to whether the conditions of the 
franchises have been faithfully complied with by each corporation 
during the municipal year. 

The names of all delinquent tax payers with the amount of 
the unpaid tax in each past year, unless the same has been re- 
mitted. 

A full statement of all taxes abated during the year, with the 
names of the tax payer and the amount of the abatement. 

The names of all delinquent water rate payers with the 
amount of the unpaid tax in each past year, unless the same has 
been remitted. ; 

A list of all provisional acts of the legislature accepted b 
the town. (See Rev. Laws Chap. 25, Sec. 29.) 


ARTICLE I11.—Water Commissioners. 


Sect. 1. Voted that—Two of the water commissioners shall 
give surety company bonds of $5000 each for the faithful perform- 
ance of their duties, and the treasurer of the board, $10,000. 

Sect. 2. Voted that—The water commissioners, on or before 
the 7th day of January in each year, shall make a detailed report 
to the selectmen, together with their recommendations; said report 
to contain a list of all unpaid water rates of January 1st, in each 
year; the list of such delinquents to be published annually in the 
town report, showing the several years in which rates are due and 


unpaid. (See Acts of 1898, Chap. 66, Sec. 12 and 15.) 


ARTICLE Iv.— Treasurer. 


Sect. 1. Voted that—lIt shall be the duty of the treasurer 
to see that all boards, committees and officers, except the water 
commissioners, on or before the 10th day of each month, (unless 
otherwise fixed by statute) pay to the town treasurer all sums 
exceeding $10.00 collected by them previous to that date to the 
custody of which the treasurer is entitled. 
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Section 2. Voted that—The treasurer shall cancel, in the 
presence of the selectmen and board issuing the same, all bonds, 
notes script and other evidence of indebtedness of the town which 
have been paid, and shall file and keep all approved and receipted 
accounts, claims, bills, pay-rolls and vouchers, cancelled bonds, 
- notes, script, and other evidences of indebtedness of the town 
which have been paid, unless the performance of these duties are 
otherwise specified by statute. (See Rev. Laws, Chap. 25, Sec. 
72.) 


ARTICLE v.—Auditors. 


Sect. 1. Voted that—Auditors shall be required to audit all 
bills and accounts of the town, meeting in April, July and Octo- 
ber, and thereafter monthly up to the close of the financial year, 
finishing by January 7th, in order that the selectmen may not be 
hindered in the preparation of their report. (See Rev. Laws, 
Chap. 25, Sec. 79.) 


ARTICLE vi.—Town Officers. 


Sect. 1. Voted that—When the bills contracted or approved 
by any board, committee or officer have exhausted the entire 
appropriation for such board, committee or officer, such board, 
committee or officer shall incur no further expenditure except in 
the case where such expenditure may be required by statute, and 
it shall be the duty of each board, committee or officer, before the 
close of the financial year, to approve all accounts, claims, bills 
and pay-rolls chargeable to their appropriation. 

Sect. 2. Voted that—After the closing of the books for the 
year on December 31, no orders for the payment of money from 
the various departments shall be approved by the selectmen, 
except for salaries, nor shall any orders (except for salaries) be 
paid by the town treasurer until after the various appropriations 
have been made at the next annual town meeting. 

Sect. 3. Voted that—No member of the board of selectmen 
or any officer appointed by the legal voters of the town, authorized 
to make any contracts or agreements in behalf of the town for 
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labor, materials, goods, wares or merchandise furnished by the 
town, or for a loan of money, shall, either directly or indirectly for 
himself or for any other person, receive any commission, discount, 
bonus, present or reward from the persons making such sale, loan, 
contract or agreement for furnishing such goods, wares, merchan- 
dise or money. And no town officer, nor any member of a board » 
or committee of the town in his individual capacity shall contract 
or have any interest in a contract with the town; except in the 
case of publicly advertised competitive contracts. (See Rev. Laws 
Chap. 210, See. 8.) 


GENERAL. 


Sect. 1. Voted that—Any person indebted to the town for 
poll tax or otherwise shall have such debt deducted by the treas- 
urer before payment from any sum due him by the town for. work 
on the roads or for any other service performed. 

Sect. 2. Voted that—The cost of all surety bonds required 
of any town official, members of boards or committees shall be 
paid by the town. (Rev. Laws, Chap. 25, Sec. 15.) 

Sect. 3. Voted that—On all town work, for the performance 
of which competitive bids are received, the award of the contract 
shall be to the lowest responsible bidder; perference always being 
given to citizens, when other conditions of the situation are 
equal. :

Report of Water Commissioners. 


The water commissioners herewith submit their annual report 
for the year 1906, it being the fifth annual report of the board. 

In the organization of the board for the year, John H. Crocker 
was chosen chairman, Geo. H. Turner, clerk, and Seba A. Holton, 
treasurer. 

The extensions voted for at the annual meeting held Feb. 13, 
1906, have been completed considerably inside the amount appro- 
priated. These extensions are as follows:—458 ft. of 6-in. main 
and one liydrant on Church St., Woods Hole; 1000 ft. 4-in. main . 
at Quissett Harbor; 1694 ft. 4-in. and 300 ft. 8-in. main and two. 
hydrants at Falmouth Heights. 

Considerable work has been done in and about the pumping 
station. The pumps have been thoroughly overhauled and_re- 
painted. The grounds around the station have been: graded, 
which adds much to the beauty of its surroundings. The road 
leading from the state highway to the station has been put in good 
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condition and railings built where they were necessary. The 
station is under the care of Engineer L. L. Rogers and reflects 
great credit in its appearance. The consumption of water has 
slightly increased, owing to the new extensions and services, but 
at no time have the pumps been unable to supply the demand. 

During the year, no break or accident has occurred. at the 
station that required the stopping of the pumps. Several leaky 
joints have been found on the pipe line and promptly attended to 
so that no serious trouble has resulted. The water commissioners 
consider the general condition of the plant second to none in the 
state. 

SERViIcES.—Forty new services have been added during the 
year. 

The financial statement shows a large increase of income. 
This is largely accounted for by the fact that practically all 
assessments have been collected to date.

The over expenditure of our appropriation is caused from the 
fact that the diphtheria epidemic of 1905 left us with an empty 
treasury and bills unpaid to the amount of $700.00. These bills 
had to be paid from the 1906 appropriation as soon as the money 
was available. 
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The board has had much to contend with the past two years, 
having had more diphtheria and scarlet fever to handle than at 
any time in its previous history covering an entire period of ten 
years. 

Then, again, in October we were, confronted with what 
threatened to be a serious problem by the appearance, almost 
simultaneously, of six cases of typhoid fever. We felt that the 
public should have the benefit of the best and most scientific 
method of treating and stamping out this dread disease, and ac- 
cordingly applied Woodruff’s test to all suspicious cases, and 
caused the milk and water supply of the town to be thoroughly 
tested, employing Dr. Samuel T. Orton of the Boston City 
hospital, a pathologist of high standing to assist us in the work, 
with the result that the disease speedily disappeared from our 
midst. . 

‘We wish also at this time to publicly express our appreciation 
for the hearty co-operation of the local medical men with us in 
the bringing about of this beneficial result. At the present 
writing we have a mild epidemic of scarlet fever from which we 
do not anticipate any serious consequences, but which will 
augment somewhat our expense account, so that we feel that it 
will be necessary to ask for the same appropriation as last year, 
trusting that will be sufficient for all demands.

The past year has been one of steady growth in all depart- 
ments of the library work, and the library has never before been so 
well equipped for meeting the need of the community. 

The circulation has been the largest in its history and exceeds 
that of the previous year by 2,187. 

There has been a gratifying increase in the use of non-fiction 
books, the figures standing at 1,788 as against 1,209 in 1905. One 
in six of the books taken from the library is now of the non-fiction 
class. 

The use of the reading room has expanded. Since March 1 
a record has been kept of the readers making use of it. 

Work has been cortinued on the card catalogue as opportunity 
has offered. Patrons of the library would find it to their advan- 
tage to consult the cards much more frequently than they do. 

It has been found necessary to make considerable repairs in 
maintaining the plant. The basement walls have been cemented; 
the lamp posts at the entrance have been re-bronzed, and the con- 
necting iron pipes replaced with those of brass; and a new 
acetylene plant of double the capacity of the old one has been 
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installed. Substantial repairs to the roadways should be made, 
when the weather will permit. 
Attention is called to the catalogue published a year ago, 

copies of which may be had of the librarian, for home use.

FALMouTH, MAss., DECEMBER 31, 1906. 
To THE HONORABLE BOARD OF SELECTMEN: 


Gentlemen:—The board of fire engineers beg leave to submit 
the third aunual report for the year ending December 31, 1906. 

The department has been enlarged by organizing a company 
at East Falmouth. 

Hose House No. 3 has been put in first-class shape and is a 
credit to the town. 

We would suggest that the town own its hose houses so far 


as it is practical. | We would recommend: 
The appropriation of $275.00 for rent. 
a e ** $100.00 for telephones. 


&“ os ** $2,000.00 for general expenses of the 
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department, supplies, new material, etc., to be expended under 
direction of the board of engineers, and approved by the chief 
engineer. 

We would recommend that another engineer be appointed for 
East Falmouth, and that the fire alarm system be extended. 


FORCE. 


One hundred and seven men belong to the department, one 
chief, five assistant engineers and one hundred and two call men. 

There are eight well equipped companies and one hook and 
ladder company. 


APPARATUS. 


The following apparatus belongs to the department:—Eight 
hose reels, one chemical engine, one hook and ladder truck, twenty- 
five fire extinguishers. 


LOCATION OF APPARATUS. 


No. 1, Hose house, Teaticket, owned by town, reel and ten 
men. 

No. 2, kept in stable at P. F. Powers’ on Shore street, reel 
and ten men. 

No. 3, Hose house, opposite Depot avenue, owned by town, 
reel and ten men. . 

No. 4, Hose house, Quissett, owned by town, reel and ten men. 

No. 5, Hose house, Woods Hole, Main street, reel and twenty 
men. 

No. 6, Hose house, West Falmouth, reel and ten men; also 
the chemical engine is kept here. 

No. 7, Hose house,Falmouth Heights, reel and seven men. 

No. 8, kept in stable of Mrs. Sylvanus Green, East Falmouth, 
reel and ten men. ; 

The chemical fire extinguishers are to be located in Waquoit 
village.

FIRES. 


There have been several alarms for field and other small fires, 
all of which met with prompt response, and serious conflagrations 
prevented.

The 
building was burned, but with prompt action and use of chemical 
fire extinguishers other buildings were saved. 

Another small stable at Falmouth Heights, belonging to R. 
T. Grew, on the evening of July 4, was burned. Other buildings 
were saved.

I wish to once more call the attention of property owners to 
the need of carefully watching their trees as the brown-tail moth 
is still here, but not as rumerous as last season; found mostly on 
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pear and apple trees on private property, and from now until the 
‘first of March is the time to get them off the trees. 

As far as I can discover there are no gypsy moths in town, 
but it is well to keep a sharp lookout for the same as we cannot be 
sure but that they may at any time appear. I have been informed 
by the superintendent that a separate appropriation must be made 
for the gypsy and brown-tail moths. 

I recommend the sum of $500.00 for destroying gypsy and 
brown-tail moths. I further recommend the sum of $600.00 for 
trees and tent caterpillars, to be used by the tree warden as he 
thinks most effective, making the total appropriations $1,100.00, 
the same as last year. There is a long stretch of state road and 
that is controlled by the state, and the parks in town are under 
the control of the park commissioners and the tree warden has no 
right to do anything on those lines, either to set out or cut trees or 
trim them, or destroy caterpillars without trespassing. I mention 
this last as I have had a number of requests todo work on trees 
that were on state roads and the persons did not understand why 
I could not comply with their wishes. I am willing to answer any 
questions or give any information I can to anyone in this connec-

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Report of Park Commissioners. 


The park commissioners submit the following report for the 
year ending Dee. 31, 1906. 

The board was organized Feb. 28, 1906, by the choice of 
Nathan S. Ellis as chairman and Wm, E. Lawrence, secretary. 

The park commissioners, acting under instructions by vote of 
the town, in company with the selectmen, defended suit brought 
by G. Edward Smith vs. town of Falmouth regarding the parcel of 
land taken by the park commissioners at Falmouth Heights for 
park purposes. A verdict was rendered by the court in favor of 
the plaintiff for #5.506.11, including cost of court which has been 
paid by the board of selectmen. There being but three thousand 
dollars appropriated at our annual town meeting Feb. 14, 1906, 
the balance was raised at a special town meeting Nov. 10, 1906, 
ealled for that purpose by the board of selectmen. 

A list of public parks in charge of the park commissioners— 
_ A small park near village crossing, one small park at the foot of 
Katie Hatch’s hill (so called), the village green (so called), How- 
land park at West Falmouth and the parks at Falmouth Heights 
presented to the town by Mrs. Elvira M. Goodwin, as follows:— 

The land in and represented by the following avenues: Grand, 
Irving, Vernon. Wyoming, Melrose, Fairmount, Lookout, Belle- 
vue, Bluff, Hope, Gertrude, Quinapoxet, Walden, Foot Path, 
Manchester, Arlington, Sylvan, Chapel Park, Wachusett, Vesper, 
Quinsigamond, Crown, Crescent, Forest, Circular, Central, Central

Voted unanimously, by 
a rising vote, to extend the thanks of this meeting to Mrs. Good- 
win. 

HOWLAND PARK AT WEST FALMOUTH. 

A tract of some 3 1-2 acres of land on Telegraph hill, West 
Falmouth, the gift of the late W. H. Howland. The approach to 
same is by a private road running east from the stone blacksmith 
shop. 

Phe U.S. coast survey made application to the board of park 
commissioners for the privilege of taking a coast survey from this 
land, it being the highest point of land in Falmouth, with the un- 
_ derstanding that they would do nothing but what would beautify 
the same; but instead, left the highland denuded of its trees. 

The board has placed the matter before the department of 
commerce and labor at Washington, through our congressman,
